of Anti-Dunqiilig Duty on dumped articles and for delenitifution of injury) Rules, 1995 ^urem- 
sfter referred to as Rules) for midalion of anti-dumpii^ investigatkm concemiitg alleged dumping 
of Steering Gear System (heteinaiier jeferred to as suly^ goods) ori^aa^^ in or 
exported feom China PR (bereinafter leferred to as sutgect coumtiy). 


AND WHEREAS^ the Authority finds that sufficient priniA facie evidence 
of dunq^img of sul:^ect goods by the sul^ect coimtiy, lojuiy to the domestic 
iodustiy and causal links between the dumping and injuty exists the Authority 
hereby initiates an investigation into the alleged dun^ing^ and consequent injuty 
to the domestic industiy interms oftbe Rules 5 of the said Ruies> to detennine the 
existencej degree and effect of alleged dumping artd to recommend the amount of 
antiddmpiiig duty, which if kvied wooki be adequate to remove the iiqury to the 
domestic industry.

2. Application has been filed by M/s Rane TRW Steering System Ltd,, 
Chennai W M/& ZF Steering Gear(India) Ltd,, Pune through TFM Conauhants, 
New Delhi on behalf of the domestic industry. As per the evidence available 
applicants have the standing to £le the case for anti dumping tnvestigatioii on 
behalf of domestic indusliy as per Rule 2(b) and Rule 5(3Xa) of Anti Dumping 
Rules, 


Prodnet ander consi deratioii 

3, The product under consideration is Power Steering Gear Systen tor 
medium and heavy Commercial vehicles wheth^ or not assembled, complete or 
inoonqil^ and certain parts thereof, namely. Power Steering Ge^, Power 
Steering Pump and any combination ih^eof. The medium comm^dal vehicle 
is one vriiich is having weight carrying ciqwcity in the range from 12 to Id 
while heavy ooramercial vehicle fo one which is having weight carrymg capacity 
in ibe range feom 16 to 40 ton. 
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4. The product under consideration is classified under Customs Tariff 
Chapter 87 (Gear) at sub-heading 87089400 and Chapter 84 (Pump) at sub¬ 
heading No*84i38190.The Custom classification is indicative only and not 
binding on the scope of investigation. 

Like Artides 

5. Petitioner has claimed that there is no significant difference in power 
steering gear system produced by the domestic industry and power steering gear 
system exported from China. According to the petitioner, power steering gear 
system produced by the Indian industry and imported from China ai^e comparable 
in terms of characteristics such as physical & chemical/mechanical characteristics, 
manufocturing process & technology, functions & uses, product specifications, 
pricing, distribution & marketing and tariff classification of the goods. The two 
aiu technically and commercially substitutable and consumers have used the two 
interchangeably. Therefore, for the purpose of investigation the Power Steering 
Gear System produced by the applicant is being treated as like articles of Power 
Steering Gear System imported from sul^ect country within the meaning of the 
Anti Dumping Rules. 

Cottntries invotved 

6. The country involved in the present investigation is China PR, 

Normal value 


7. The applicant have proposed that China being a Non Market Economy the 
normal value is to be determined in terms of Para 7 of Aimex-I of Anti Dumping 
Rules. The applicants have stated that they have not been able to procure the 
prices in the Market Economy, Third Country price, from such third country to 
Others. Accordingly, the applicants have proposed that Normal Value in respect of 
China may be deteimined on the basis of prices in India after deducting the 
Customs duty applicable for POT. 

Export Price 

8. The ai^licanta have worked out export price based on the data compiled by 
IBIS, The net export price has also been estimated by the applicant based on the 
CIF price and adopting various elements of adjustments towards ocean freight, 
commission, etc. to arrive at net export price at ex-frw:toiy level, 

DumDiDg margin 

9. There are sufficient evidences that the normal value of the subject goods in 
subject country are significantly higher than their net export price prima-ficie 
indicating that the subject goods are being dumped by the exporters from the 
sulryect country.

to. Hie iq^Licant has fumisbed evidence regarding the injury having taken 
place as a result of ibe alleged dun^nng in the form of in tlu^ market slme 
because of increased volume of dumped iinports, price undercuttiiig^ lost sales and 
decline m return on capital employed fbr the domestic industries. There is 
sufQctent prima-facie evidence of the material injury being suffered by the 
applicants caused by dumped impi>tts from subject oouotiy.
